Tho returns from Ohio indicate tho 


re-election of Go\ernor Foraker by an 
inoreaeoil plurality.

Bgaiust all other parties the ro publicans 
more lhau hold their own, and (Joverncr 
Forakor's official conduct and hie course 
in the matter of the rebel flags have re- 
ceived the heartiest indorsement. His 
plurality ie estimated at from thirty to 
thirty-five thousand, as against 17,451 in 
1885. 


In Massachusetts last year tha repub- 


lican candidate for governor haa a plu- 
rality of. 9,103. This year tho ropnb'ioaa 
plurality is .reported at 14.000, tho repub- 
licans making again m-Bwton of 3iOOj 
a aomewliat aiguifl^aat fact with UJIIK- 
wurnp tendtiaoies ia micd. 


In New York city the democrats who 


voted tor fienry Ueorge kstyeareeem to 
have returned to their own party, reduc- 
ing George's vote to about one-halt what 
it -was last yeur, and increasing tho dem- 
ocratic voto for Hswitt by about lo.OOO. 
Tho vote in the city for Fred Grant, re- 
publican candidate for soaretary of state, 
is not so large by 2,000 aa that for Koore- 
veltfor mayor last year. Tho indications 
are thai Grant is defeated in the state by 
a plurality ot about 10,030, Hill's plural- 
ity in 1883 was 11,134. 


The returns from lowii are not as Cull 


as from Ohio, iCew York and Maseaahu- 
Botth baoause the polls close later. Tbo 
indications are that Governor Larrabce'a 
plurality will be larger than it was in 
1SS5. 


The result in the congressional elec- 


tion fn Rhode Island shows that the dis- 
affected republicans of.last year bave re- 
turned to the rants.

Europe are in abjeot poverty; not more 
than one laborer in 5,000 earrw a dollar a 
day; eighty oeuts a day is high wages for 
R Belgian steel worker; pauperism and 
ita aooompauying horrors and vices are 
the lot of the European workiugman and 
woman, both in England and on the con- 
tinent."

by him before be went away, "I am a 
stronger protectionist than ever; I want 
dutie» increased rather than diminished.' 


He is reported by the Mail and Express

Tho loaders iu tho conspiracy, know- 
ing his lovo for applause, put him forward 
on the speakers' stand at tho timo and 
place when they were ready to perpetrate 
thoir terrible deed. They ask a commuta- 
tion of his sentence from hanging to im- 
prisonment for life. 


Fieldoa has written and placed in tbo 


hands of Ins former employers a letter ad- 
dressed to the Govornor, in which ho con. 
tosses that ho has usud Intemperate lan- 
guage, made violent speeches, advised tho 
use of force for tho righting oE sooia: 
wrongs, and thac he sincerely regrets al. 
this. He sayn he no longer believes It proper 
that any class of society should attempt to 
right Its own wrongs by violence, lie de- 
nies that ho over engaged Iu any conspiracy 
to make or throw bombs, and says, as he has 
frequently said before, that ho did not lire a 
revolver at thc Ijayniarkot, nor, indeed, dk 
ho uvcr own a revolver.

Jfow to Dry' Forns. 


Cot any carpenter to plane two deal 


boards, about half an inch title];, a foot wide 
and a root and a half long:, 'Between these 
place one or two quires of blotting paper. 
In gathering 'Jn; ferns out themas low do^'a 
in tbe stem as possible, and in small Bpecl- 
meim £ct up the root, if you can. It in best 
at lirnt to make tho pressure llffhc, KO as to 
alter the form of the plant Lf needifcU before 
it Is completely dried, thea Increase' tho 
pressure day by day until the specimens aro 
ruady to move. When they aro removed for 
iinal use they should bo secured, it noora- 
finry, by little strips o£ gummed paper, 
•which la best prepared beforehand by cov- 
ering a sheet of note paper with a Hlironj 
solution of gum, which, when dry, may bo 
kopt for a long time ready for use'. In dry- 
ing ferns, tie c.-iret'ul to ohanpfs tho blotting 
paper two or throe times a week, so as to 
remove any dampness, and dry the paporin 
tho nun or before tho fire vory ofton. It is 
bost to havo two acts of paper, HO that ono 
can lie dried while tha other Id to use. Any 
ordinary fern will bo nufflcleotly dried jn 
two or tlireo woota, at most— Albany (.N. Y.)
